The chief executive, Tuan Chi-Jui 
is telegraphically informed by Mar- 
shall Chang Tso-Lin that, in order 


to preserve peace, he is willing to 
withdraw his troops from around 
Pekin to Tien Tsien and to the 
north. 


The Manchurian war lord’s troops 
near the capital are in fact already 
in motion, some being in the course 
of withdrawal while others have 
already boarded trains for Mukden. 
In addition, the Mukden authorities

BEIRUT, Syria, Nov. 14.—One 
; hundred and fifty bandits and forty 
Maronites have been killed during on 
attack of brigands on the village of 
Kawkavo, near Hasbaya. The infor- 
mation comes from French sources. 

When the battle ended the mun- 
itions of the villagers were exhaust- 
ed and they retired toward Mard- 
jeyoun, where large French forces 
are concentrating in order to pre- 
vent the retreat of the bandits. 

The French understood that the 
bandits have treated women and 
children with the utmost cruelty. 

Damascus is described a® no long- 
er menaced except for 250 brigands 
who have been levying tribute on 
outlying villages and for a band 
roaming to the northward of Damas- 
cus. 

Four Christians have been killed 
by bandits a few miles from Damas- 
cus, 

Druses Burn Villages 

JERUSALEM, Nov. 14.—Druse 
tribesmen are advancing toward the 
Palestine frontier in the region be- 
low Damascus, and have captured 
Hasbaya, forty miles southeast of 
Damascus, according to dispatches 
received here yesterday. 

One report states that the Druses, 
after occupying Hasbaya, burned the 
large Christian village of Kekebe 
and killed some of its inhabitants. 

Other Christian villages in this 
district were occupied by the Druses, 
and the inhabitants are fleeing to 
Palestine.

sists of 56 granite blocks each of 
54 tons weight. One gets some idea 
of the incredible amount of manual 
labor involved when in the De Mille 
picture he sees several hundred 
Isrealites dragging with ropes a 
single stone Sphinx into position. 

Not only in size but likewise in 
proportions and refinement were all 
other monuments surpassed. The 
laws of perspective, symmetry, har- 
mony and composition were thor- 
oughly understood. On Egyptian 
measurements Mr. De Mille modeled 
his reproduction of the City of Ra- 
amses which Scripture tells us was 
built by Isrealite forced labor under 
Pharaoh's taskmasters, The main 
construstion of the City gate and 
side walls is 750 feet in length and 
109 feet high, Four large colossi of 
the Pharaohs guard the approach 
which is led up to by an avenue of 
twenty-four Sphinxes. 

As is well known, the fine arts of 
porcelain pottery, glazing, veneer, 
inlay and gem work generally were 
lost to Europe for a thousand years 
till the Renaissance revived them by 
new technique:or by discipleship in 
the arts of the Far East. Three 
thousand years before that, Egypt 
boasted of the most cunning artif- 


icers. Their preductions equal or 
surpass those of modern Europe, 
China, Japan or India, One can, 


have little notion of their real mag- 
nificence till he has seen the be- 
jeweled Rameses II and the mem- 
bers of his Court in “The Ten Com- 
mandments” epic. Masculine jewelry 
is today associated with effiemincy 
whereas the heroic proportions of 
the Pharaoh played by De Roche 
seem to become more virile by the 
scintillating wealth of sceptre, dia- 
dem, neckpiece, scarab, stomacher, 
armlets, signet rings, jeweled san- 
dals, and greaves. 

The profuse use of ornaments by 
all the higher ranks is shown. To 
satisfy the demand many thousands 
of artists were busied, and besides 
the real stones and precious metals 
which were carved into myriad

The early Egyptians had bath 
establishments, safety razors, cos- 
metics, wig shops and beauty par- 
lors. They enjoyed chariot races, 
prize fights, tenpins, acrobatics, vau- 
deville and concerts. They made ex- 
quisite linens and cottons, wove rugs 
and carpets, perfected culinary art, 
and invented graceful furniture. 
"Twould be hard to mention a con- 
venience of modern living that they 
lacked, outside of the devices based 
on steam coal, fuel oil and electric-

Corn Belt Moves North 

The corn belt was definitely es- 
tablished 200 miles farther north 
on Wednesday, when what is des- 
tined to be known as the Alberta 
Provincial Corn Growers’ Associ- 
ation jold its first province-wide 
corn show at Lethbridge, with more 
than 2,500 ears of well-matured 
corn on exhiblt, eoming from 61 in- 
dividual exhibitors covering  ter- 
ritory from Medicine Hat to Leth- 
bridge, north to Carmangay and to 
Bindloss and south to the Montana 
border. 

Not only has the holding of this 
show, which was amazingly success- 
ful, brought the corn belt definitely 
inta Alberta, but it has demonstrat- 
ed the fact that in the feeding of 
stock from corn lies to a greoa ex- 
tent the colution of the problems 
that confront South-Eastern Albert. 
It is significant that this section of 
Alberta, drought-ridden and seem- 
ingly hopeless, swept the boar?s of 
prizes at the corn show. Hon. Geo. 
Hoadley, addressing the corn grow- 
‘ers Wednesday, emphasized 


hope that lay for thls country in the 
raising of corn, and pointed to the 
example of Kansas which has been 
populated and depopulated three 
times, until finally corn-growing 
was found to a great extent to be 
the way out. — 

The first attempt te grow corn in 
Alberta was made at Bindloss,. a- 
way north of Medicine Hat. This 
was two years ago, when the de- 
partment of agriculture got seed for 
farmers in that district and encour- 
aged them to try it out. At Wednes- 
day’s corn show Bindloss_ exhibi- 
tors were there and took prizes. 
Milk River, already in the corn belt 
for two years, was a big prize win- 
ner, but the glories went chiefly to 
the territory known as the dry belt, 
which is under the direct super- 
vision of Jas. Murray, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, and who is re- 
sponsible for inducing many of the 
farmers to get into corn growing. 

—o— 
Provincial Organization 

Following the show, a provincial 
corn growers’ association was or- 
ganized with Don Bark of Brooks, 
as president, and James Murray of 
Medicine Hat, as secreatry. The next 
annual show will be held in Medicine 
Hat. 

Hon. George Hoadley, in promising 
active support and encouragement 
of the department to the industry, 
said he would be prepared to go as 
far financially as appropriations 
would be voted him for the purpose. 
He pointed out that the solution of 
the dry area problems could not 
rest with the people who had lived 
there and who had. asked to be mov- 
ed out. These people could not make 
a success there and were now locat- 
ed in places where they could make 
good, None of them had asked to go 
back, and none of them has asked 
for government help since settling 
in their new locations. It was the 
people who were to come to the dis- 
trict in future, who knew what to do 
and how’ to do it, that were going to 
drag success out of that country. 
Corn growing, he felt was largely 
providing the solution. Mr. Hoad- 
ley also mentioned his plan in this 
connection of making available 
large blocks of land for corn grow- 
ing and stock feeding. 

To the success of corn growing in 
the south and to the fact that the 
corn acreage has grown from 15,000 
acres in 1922 to over 70,000

“The Late Pilot Officer T. G. 
Mathews 

“It is with the deepest sorrow and 
regret, but at the same time with a 
great deal of pride, that we write 
this memorial to our chum, Terry 
Mathews. As we feel that the read- 
ers of the “Airman” had little op- 
portunity to make his acquaintance, 
we hope this short biography will 
carry to all some idea of his short 

but brilliant life, 

“Concerning his early life, we are 
not very well informed, bat it will 
suffice to say that his first school 
dnys Were spent ii Macleod, Alberta, 
From there he went to University 
School, Victoria, B.C., and soon be- 
came prominent in every branch of 
sport, especially rugby, cricket and 
running. Terry was also interested in 
the Cadet Corps, and before he left 
became a perfect of the junior 
school. 

“In 1919 he went to Trinity College 
School, Port Hope, where he spent 
one year learning Canadian rugby, 
preparing for R. M. C., and making 
mimself popular with everyone. 

Brilliant College Career 

“The following year, 1920, Terry 
entered the Royal Military College, 
Kingston, Ont., and from the first 
he impressed us al] with his ability 
as an athlete and as a class leader. 
He shone at riding, boxing, shooting, 
gymnastics and singing; and as 
gymnast and shot he finished the 
first year second to none. In_ his 
second year he improved remarkably 
ir all these lines, and turned out 
with the first rugby squad. Terry 
started his third year at R. M. C. as 
the fifth senior of his class, with the 
rank of corporal, and immediately 
proved that the staff was justified in 
selecting him as one of the class ex- 


eutives. He played on the first 
rugby team and made a lasting 
name for himself that year in 


theatricals, where he became an art- 
ist as well as a comedian. His last 
year at the R.M.C. was perhaps the 
biggest year there, when he assumed 
the roll of “B” company commander, 
In that position the real man came 
out in him, and he made a lasting 
reputation as a true company leader, 
both on parade and in sport. He won 
the cross-country race; became the 
best rider in his class; starred on the 
rugby team as quarter, and led his 
company to victory in the inter- 
company championship, Terry Math- 
ews left behind him at R.M.C. a 
name that will never be forgotten. 
Brief Civilian Life 

“A: few months after graduation 
we found him established in civilian 
life in the engineering department 
of the Canadian National Railways, 
Montreal. He could not keep away 
from rugby, and played the season 
with M.A.A.A. in the Big Four.
